Adversity seemed to en- 
courage rather than discourage. 


One day while lying in a bed in a Paris hospital

fellow £till under the effects of ether was placed in the bed 
beside me. About half an hour later he gently awoke. 
Looking down'at his-feet he saw for the first time that his 
right Jeg was missing. What would you have done—you 
Mr. Ordinary Business Man who had not been baptized in 


"the hell fire of a front line trench? You probably know 


better than I could tell here, but my story is of this boy. 
After a moment's reflection he looked over to me and said:

Nephew of J. IV. Howard Is In Regular 


.Army In Germany Hoping to 


Be Given Transfer. 


Writing to his uncle, J. W. Howard 


ot West Apple street, Private Joseph 
Cunningham, a pmerober of Company 
G-, Sixth Infantiry,- in Germany, says 
he does not expect to be home until 
September unless he is transferred 
Into some National Army division. 
The letter written by him on March 
8 says in part: 


"I expect to go on a learve for 14 


days down in Prance, leaving here 
next Sunday morning. As far as com- 
ing home is concerned nothing looks 
a bit bright and it seems as it we will 
be sent back into the Army of Occu- 
pation again just as soon as the Na- 
tional Army divisions are sent home. 


"You 
know I am in a Regular divi- 


sion and they have to stay over here 
till 'the last and the only thing I am 
living in hopes that we gel transfer- 
red into a National Army unit and if 
I don't I will be over hero until Sep- 
tember. You were ashing about that 
cross I was wearing. It is called an 
iron cross, Tbat is a cross given by 
the German government to the sol- 
diers Thiring ttte period-of war. When 
I b«d that picture taken it was out in 
front of our barracks- in Tiers, Ger- 
many. One of the soldiers who was 
stamfintf there bad it so I told him to 
let me put it on. 


"I have one of the same crosses that 


I bought and when I get back you will. 
see what it looks like. I am enclos- 
ing a picture of tbe Sixth Infantry 
band giving a band concert in the 
state of Luxemberg. I happened to 
be there ao I will mark it and you 
won't have a hard time finding me on 
the picture. I will clone for this time 
with love to all."
